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Law and More Law, 


A hundred years ago our country was in ils growing period. 


It has passed the time when ils roots were finding feeding 
ground in (lie soil of liberty and (lie branches of the tree of 
government were reaching out info the sunlight. 
In that day, 


there were many perplexing questions before the country. 
The laws laid down in Hie beginning were becoming inade 
quate to care for the growing nation and changes in condition 
time and progress brought. In that day, (lien, il was neces- 
sjiry to provide new laws to meet the new conditions. 
Both 


congress] and legislatures were necessary to make laws ami 
courts to interpret them. 
/ Today, we are facing very few new conditions. We are 
facing one important new condition, yet not so new—that o'f 
having more law than we can digest. A half century or more 
ago we had, relatively speaking, all Hie law that was needed 


. for mankind to live in harmony together. Congress met each 


.year and spent a few weeks in drafting regulations fo meet 
whatever condition-had arisen during-ils vacation. Legisla- 
tures met each year or two years,'as the case provided, and 
gave the people simple principles as'rule's of conduct. 


Now, after providing a multiplicity of law, congress is in 


session practically all the.time and, sometimes, in extra session. 
We find legislatures chewing over simple matters for a longer 
period.than was formerly required to make and pass real laws. 
We find both branches of congress and legislatures playing 
ping-pong with 'anything that will lengthen out the meeting 
lime and add a burden of taxation upon the people. 


The questions which naturally arise are: Have.we too much 


law? and Are Congress and legislatures obsolete? 


There is no question but we have already more law thai: 


the people will be able to digest in the next twenty years. 
About everything from corns to while elephants have beer, 
legislated so .much about that the courts do not know where 
they stand. When the mess of law becomes so junglecl tha: 
tlie ablest judges disagree, it is .high,timejlli.it a halt be called. 


. Every court in the land is over-crowded with legal mailers. 


Most of the laws, though drawn by (rained "legaf minds," are 
provided with loop-holes through which someone can crawl in 
event he has the necessary money to hire a lawyer of sufficient 
Ability. 
' Lawyers cannot digest, nor judges interpret law as fast as il 


is ground out. 


Wfth a multiplicity' of iaw, the natural inference might arise 


that wex-do nol need congress or legislatures—al least as often 
,-is they choose"lo assemble, 
If someone in Washington has 


Ihe toothache, it is gelling lo be a habit fo call a special session 
of congress and laws-applicable lo everything from hair re- 
storer to a cure for national consumption is discussed until thf 
Congressional Record occasionally has a line or two worth 
readrng;

which) to keep piling up law through the continuous grinding 
of these law-making bodies, after we already have enough,
